STORIBS TOLD FROM OLD INDIAN 
DAYS. 


Bolitude- Hlotohee Becomes the Indians’ Meccs— 
King Adraumucha— thnelInvaeion of the Chero- 
kees -The Battle of Stonathrow—Osesa- 
nawie, King of the Cherokees, Btc. 


From the Jackson, Ga., Herald. 

“O sacred solitude! divine retreat! 

Choice of the prudent, and wisdom oi the great; 
By the pure stream, or in thy cooling shade, 
We court fair wisdom—the celestial maid ”’ 

It was thus the old poet sang when the 
glories of his native land had departed, and 
heto drown his sorrows, had repaired to an 
ocean isle to create in his song that which he 
could not feelat home. And thus it is with 
thousands, even around the domestic fireside. 
For thus the echool boy whistles on.his lonely 
way, and the solitary traveler talks and mut« 
ters to himeelf of things that whirl through 
his mind as a passing gale to be remembered 
no more. That human speech might report 
back to the earth the greatnees and glory of 
the New Jerusalem, St. John became secluded 
amidithe silentrocks of Patmos, and from 
thence heard the singing of the angelic hosts 
tar away beyond the twinkling stars. 

It will take all the centuriesoftime and all 
the ages of eternity to measure the fame which 
the name of Jesus has given to the now deso- 


late village of Nezareth and the dreary sea of 
Galilee. But still the flowers bloom there in 
as great abundance and beauty, and the birds 
ere as joyous in their morning song, as when 
ihe great Teacher set on the mountain sidg 
ard drew 2 contrast between the flowers and 
Solomon, and between Himself and the birds. 

No dream ofthese things had ever reached 
the. benighted mind of Micpenthe when he 
left his desolate home at Shaftah to follow the 
mysterious Lutro, though she might lead to 
the mountain top hidden in clouds, or intothe 
depths of the great waters which he had heard 
were fer away to the south, where the sun 
bathed himsclf all night, and arose in the 
morning for the purpose of drying himself in 
the sir. and becoming too hot, would plunge 
into the water to cool sgain. 

Though this was his explanation of the 
cause of day and night, and though he drew 
no conclusions from the solitude of his native 
forest, Micpenthe’s heart, like all other hu- 
man hearts, must bow at the shrine of some 
divinity, and henceforth he involuntarily 
chose the fair Lutro—the savior of Shaftah, as 
the only object of his adoration. : 

To the few remaining old people, Hotohee 
etill more gloomy after the young 
warrior’s sudden departure. But.they too, 
aiter drinking the contents of the magical cup 
were restored to health, and soon the bene- 
ficent visit of the mysterious stranger was 
known throughout the land of Azilia. Neigh« 
boring tribes, and even distant nations, pare 
ticularly the lower Creeks and the Cherokeas, 
began to assemble at various points on the 
Yallahaw trail, and Hotohes became a sort of 
Mecca und which the awe stricken pilgrims

their camp fires, and while on distant hunting 
excursions, the |} ilence nad now wholly 
disappeared; and these benighted pilgrims, 
imagining Hotuhee to be a charmed spot, tor- 
ever free from disease -and death, began t 
struggle for its ¢xc'usive possession, Through 
the infiuerce of Ad: tucha, a noted Creek 
chieftain who lived in the territory which is 
row Putnam county, sud who was grand- 
father of Alepehea, the Creeks became united, 
and resolved nthe expulsion of all other 
nations from the « med precincts of Hoto- 
hee. 

A long wer followrd, and Yallahaw bacame 


more fully entiticed to 148 bloody name than 
ever before. -The neighboring Cherokees soon 
became the most formidab!e foe ofthe Creeks; 
and being joined by parties from various o\ner 
tribes, began to gather in forcolat spme point 
not far beyond Gillsvi!le on the Northeastern 
railroad. This movement s90n - 
Adraumucha’s cars, and marshaling all his 
available forcés,amounting to more than three 
thousand warriors, he met them at Stona. 
throw, where a fierce battle took place, and 
resulted in thedeath of King Adraumuchaaad 
the defeet of his army. 

Storathrow wes s campipg. ground on te 
Yalleabaw trail shout where Gillsviile nov is, 
and as late as 151) that place was called Sioua~ 
throw. 

Southward, a few hours march- from Stona- 
throw, was Nauhata, the second Indian town 
in this county on the bloody trail. Its precise 
location was on arocky blufi, now a geological 
wonder, on the north side of Oconee river, and 
nearly opposite the residence of the late Hin- 
son Barr. Over and around ths site of this 
ancient town has grown for many years in 
succession, a luxuriant field of “bottom corn ;” 
but neither the plough-share oftime nor ofthe 
farmer bas wholly destroyed the evidence fo 
Its existence. The writer now has in his pos- 
sestion, taken from the spot, an Indian battle 
ax, a pipe, fragments of pottery of the mosi 
curious and exact workmanship, and pieces, of 
what appears to be, pure glass, evidently 
formed by the action of intense heat on a pecus 
liar rock which resembles a fine garnet. 

After the defeat at Stonathrow the Creeks 
retreated to Naunata, whither, on the follow- 
ing day, they were followed by the Cherokees, 
led by their -great chieftain of those days, 
Osesanawlah, whose name signifies, good- 
morning. 

Having lost their leader, and being pursued 
by an army of superior numbers of equal 
bravery, the Creeks continued their retreat to 
Hotohee, where’they resolved to die, to a man, 
ratbet thangurrender thatsacred spot to the 
invader. A few days beforethey had left the 
town in utter loneliness, and almost without 
inhabitants. What, then, must have bean 
their surprise to find upon their hasty return 
that the desolate Hotohee was teeming with a 
wild and boisterous population. Micpenthe 
had returned with five or six hundred Somi- 
nole warriors, who, having listened to the 
story of Lutro’s mission to that place, had fol. 
lowed him thither in the belief that they had 
found a safe retreat from both disease and 
death. 

The Seminoles were originally a vagrant o(l- 
shoot from the Creeks,and established them- 
selves principally in Florida, which they ecill- 
ed Artuhagh—the land of fire-bugs, or “light- 

hing bugs.” 
' Though the Creeks and Seminoles had fre. 
quently qurrreled among themselves, they 
were generally leagued together against the 
common enemy, a policy which they continued 
until the Seminole war of 1818, when the 
Creeks were the allies of the whites. 

Under different circumstances the discom- 
fitted Creeks would have probably looked 
upon the Seminoles a3 common invaders of 
their sacred territory, but after a council of 
war had been called, it was decided to place 
Miepenthe at the head of both parties and 
make @ common cause against the encroaching 
Cherokees, who had left the main trail and 
‘were slowiy moving downthe north bank of 
Etoho, or Oconee river. 

Osesanawlah had not been advised of the 
presence of the Seminoles, and being flushed 
-| with recent victory, was over-confident of suc- 
cess. Indeed, neither he nor the Craeks them- 
selves, knew anything of the skill and valor 
of the new leader, just madea chief of necas- 
nity, and not, as was uaual, by inheritance. 

fter leaving Hotohee, Micpenthe and his 
warriors made their firstcamp ftres on that 
ever memorable elevation near the residence 
of Mr. House, at the General Burns old place, 
and where the storm-god played such wild 
havoc on the 18th of February, 1884. That 
little hill, whose timbers have been torn into 
eplinters; whose great rocks, so ponderous that 
mépy men could not have carried them, have 
been blown, no one knows where: and whose 
inhabitants have had their dwelling houses

The Creeks and Seminoles 
answer the first yell heard at the feot of the 
hill; and that one which in long years alter 
was said tobe music in Andrew Jackson's ears 
became a terror to the less appreciative Chero- 
kee. Thewarwhoop of the Seminole being 


chief, and thus he, too late, became aware of 
the presence ofsuch an enemy. Instead of 
surprising his foe he was himself surprised; 
and finally, after a long and bloody conflict,in 
which both he and Micpenthe showed consu- 
mate generalship and unflinching valor, the 
superior numbers of the latter began to decide 
the fearful issue in his favor. Before sunrise, 
Osesanawlah, having seen the last of his sur- 
viving followers across the Etoho, was in full 
retreat towards the Salwigee and Ifundiga set- 
tlement; not, however, without having first 
avowed to return and make the conquest with 
a ten fold vengeance.

BULGARIA AND ITS PEOPLE, 


Not Cowardly and Revengeful, as Often 


; Represented. 
From the San Francisce Argonaut, 

In the spring of 1876 the Bulgarian atroci- 
ties horrified the civilized world. Crushed, 
hopeless and helpless, the Bulgarians made 
no effort in self defense. Suleiman Pasha 
swore to exterminate the Christians of Rou- 
melia and leave their country a desers. The 
Roumelians offered no resistance, but, like 
their countrymen,across the Balkans, sullen- 
ly submitted. For this tame acquiescence, 
this want of spirit, historians have called the 
Bulgarians and lRoumelians cowards and 
sheep, and for their subsequent guerilla war- 
fare against the Turks, in East loumelia 
they have called them wolves. Both terms are 
unjust. Bulgarians, Roumanians and Rou- 
melians are neither cowardly nor revenge- 
ful. An eastern statesman likens them 
tothe Germans. He thinks their weakness 
as a nation due not to cowardice or laziness, 
but to their peculiar development of individu- 
slity, resulting from their sudden leap from 
slavery freedom. He ascribes their inca- 
pecity of self-government to thefr want of 
political apprenticeship. In less than a hun- 
dred years the Bulgarians, whose very name 
and language had become almostextinct, rose 
from the most abject servitude to substantial 
independence, They are industrious, frugal,

dresre—the Constantino: oilicials were in 
lesgue with the pasha id both found a con-.

Though morally an’ sentally he deteri- 
retcd uueer this slay , physically be im- 
proy The Rouman:. s and Bulgarians of 
the ent day are ap og the handsomest 
recesin kurope. For « -nturies the lights of 
vathes’ harems have con» from the banks of 
the Danube, At Passau little town on the 
river bank, every womar is beautiful as an 
houri. Tourists make pilgrimages there to 
see them. They are a noble type—placid, 
massive Junos, with solemn black brows, 
heavy-lidded, velvet eyes, skins naturally 
Olive, but artificially tinted, and profiles 


worthy to bestemped on Roman coins. Peas- 
ant girls wear their hair—of a dull, lusterless 
black—hanging down to their feet, sometimes 
twisted with beads and flowers, but generally 
unconfined, when it envelops them like a 
cloak.

She shows a noble dis- 
regard for pomp and vanity, however, as she 
trudges home from market with the conven- 
lently loose front of her white linen jacket 
filled with cabbages, turnips, ezgs,end any 
other spoils of a shoppingtour. Baton her 
wedding dey she is gorgeous—glittering with 
glass and amber beads, and covered with 
really beautiful embroideries. The groom is 
like a brigand in the opera—he wears a red 
hustar jacket, a green waistcoat (both a mass 
ofembroidery), a red sash bristling with sil- 
ver-mounted revolvers and knives; hi3 white 
petticoats are tucked and stiffened till they 
stand outiike a ballet dancer’s, and his shave. 
ly legs are covered with fawn-colored trowsera 
hooked up the sides with an endless erray of 
hooks end eyes, while, to complete his ap pear- 
ance as a young blood, the bowl of his pipe 
towers over his hat, the stem being stuck 
Jown the back ot hisneck. He is generally a 
lucky dog, forthe Bulgarian woman is a gen- 
tle soul—warmhearted and kiadly. See

GLIMPSES OF THEOLD CAMPFIRE 
LIFBAS TOLD BY CLD SOLDIBRS. 


Cowardice—A Narrow Hs- 
cape of Genrral Grant-BRis First Battle—The 
Rivel of “Kildee” and His Gun-—Other 
Interesiing Incidents ofthe War. 


How He Became B:ave, 

General Comly tells the story ofa man who 
came to him at the beginning of a battle to 
spy that he was constitutionally a coward and 
that he could not go into the fight. ‘‘He 
asked that he be assigned to some duty that 
would keep him clear of the chance of disgra- 
cing himself by cowardice. He was assigned 
to carry water to the men, and through the 
fight was as much exposed as any 
man in the regiment, but having his 
mind occupied with the business of 
carrying water, he forgot his fear. This calls 
‘o mind scores of instances in which men who 
believed themselves cowards, discovered that 
their distrust of themselves was not warranted. 
At one time, when we were about tocross a 
deep, rapid flowing river, on trees that had 
been cut down, one on the left bank and the 
other on the right, so that their tops fell to- 
gether and formed an unsteady sort of foot 
bridge, one man came to me, gave me his 
mother’s picture, his pocket diary, in which 
be bad kept a history of ‘his personal life in 
the army, told me that he had never been able 
to walk a footlog, that he was sure he could 
not doit, but he was going across that river in 
his proper place with the same feeling that 
he wouid charge a battery. He preferred to 
te drowned rather than be accused of 
timidity or cowardice on account of any ex- 
planation he would make in regard to his in- 
ability to walk a feot-log. He gave me mes- 
sages to his mother and friends, and took his 
place in the ranks with that desperate look 
seen on men’s faces when they know that the 
next instant they are to be ordered forward to 
certain death.. A rough, reckless fellow, who 
had heard what my comrade had said, 
laughed at the idea of any man’s inability to 
welk arail or a foot-log, and he took his 
place beside the man who was read 
to be drowned. I don’t know what he said, 
but when my friend’s foot touched the log he 
ctreightened up, looked across to the other 
shore, and with as trueand firm a stop as & 
practiced gymnast, moved along the fallen 
trees vutil he touched the other shore. Then 
he threw his cap high in the airand shouted 
‘Glory!’ For the first time in his life he had 
copquered what he had belie¥ed an incurable 
physical weakness.”

_ A veteran speaking of fear in battle said: 
“Many men made discoveries as to themselves 
in time of battle. On one occasion my file 
leader, or the man who stood in front of mein 
the renks,turned and said: ‘If you see me a‘~ 
tempt to run, or if I show the white feather, 
knock me down.

The 
boysthoughtthis a species of brutal reckless- 
ness,and many of the men considered the pro- 
priety of disobeying orders and running up 
intothe mountains. But in an hourthey had 
lost their fear and were watching the points 
wherecapnon balls struck that they might dig 
them up as relics. Atthe end of the first day 
they paid little attention to the bombardment. 
At the end of the second day they had a 
fair idea of the comparative harm- 
leesness of cannon firing at long 
range, and they were prepared 
to agree with the general when he explained 
that he had kept them in their tents simply 
for the purpose of giving them their first les- 
son in artillery practice. He wanted them to 
get close grip on themselves, so that when 
they were thrown into an actual engagement 
they would be cool-headed and be able to do 
their full part as soldiers. It so happened 
that his brigade formed a part of the division 
of Buell’s army that crossed the Tennessee on 
the evening of April 6 at Shiloh. Their 
splendid bearing under fire dated from the 
time that Wise bombarded their camp.” 


One of His Narrow Escapes, 


One of General Grant’s remarkably narrow 
escapes from probably instant death, was while 
on @ transport with troops at'the battle of Bel- 
mont. He writes: 

“The Mississippi river was low Bn the 7th 
of September, 1861,so0 thatthe banks were 
higher than the heads of men standing on 
the upper decks of the steamers. The 
rebels were tome distance back from the 
river, so thet their fire was high and 
did us but little harm. Our smokestack 
was riddled with bullets, but there were 
only three men wounded on the boats, and 
but one of those was a soldier. When I 
first went on deck Ientered the captain’s 
room, acjoining the pilot house, and threw 
mytelf on a sofa I did not keep in that 
p°sition * moment, but rose to go outon the 
deck to observe what was going on. I had 
scarcely left when a musket ball entered the 
room, struck the head of the sofa, passed 
through it and lodged in the foot.” 

HE ONCE EXPERIENCES TREPIDATION. ; 

On one occasion he acknowledges ex perienc- 
ing trepidation upon confronting an enemy. 
It was at the opening of the war. Hoe writes: 
“We halted at night on the road, aud pro- 
ceeded the next morning at an early hour. 
Harris (the confederate commander,) had 
been encamped eee creek bt- 
tom for the sake of being near 
water. The hills on either side of the creek 
extend to aconsiderable height, possibly more 
than one hundred feet. As we approached the 
brow of the hil) from which it was expected 
we could see Harris’s camp and possibly find 
his men ready formed to meet us, my heart 
kept getting higher and higher, uatil it felt to 
me as though it was in my throat. I would have 
given agg ane y Hey to have been back in 
I}liseis, but I had not the moral courage to 
halt and consider what todo; I kept righ 
on. When we reached a point from whic 
the valley below was in full view, I halted. 
The place where Harris had been encamped 
afew days betore was still there, and the 
marks of a recent encampment were sey 
visible, but the troops were gone. y heart

A FIGHT FOR LIFE, 


John T, Shy Charges from Bis Barsing 
House and Scatters the Apaches, 

The Deming, N. M, Tribune of November 
2 gives an account of the indien atrocities 
rear that place. It says: On the Saturday 
preceding, a cavalry scout-appesred at a 
ranch twenty miles from Deming with a bul- 
let wound in his shoulder and reported an 
attack by Indians. Some-herdsmen started 
at once to give the alarm tothe families of Shy 
and Yater, living near, but were intercepted 
by the Indians at a point where they could 


| see that the Yater building was elready in 


filemes. They then made all haste to Deming 
and a force of militia, regular troops and 
citizens, forty in all, at once set out for the 
ranch. On approaching the place the com- 
mand separated into two parties, one taking 
the road and the other atrail, The party on 
the road were soon brought to a halt by the 
barking of a dog that had followed his master 
out from town, and on going out of the road 
e short distance, they tound Mrs. Shy, wife of 
John T, Shy, nearly exhausted from fatigue 
and terror, She was almost without clothing, 
and in her effort to hide from the party, which 
she feared were Indians, had got her long 
hairso entangled in the brueh that it was a 
matter of difliculty to get her free. She told 
of the attack upon the house, ot the wound- 
ing of her boy and probable death of her 
husband. Captain A. B. Knowles, who had 
accompanied the party in his buggy, oflered 
to take her to town, but she urged 
him to take the buggy on for her boy, who, 
she said, would need it more than she, and 
wrapped In an overcoat, given by one of the 
men, she mounted a horse and rode in accom- 
yanied by one man. The party that had 
taken the trail came into the main road on 
whet is called the second divide, and here 
came upon a scene as horrible as unexpected. 
A buckboard was standing across the road, 
ard on either side of it 
LAY THE DEAD BODIES 

of Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Yater. Mr. Yater was 
lying upon his face, just as he had fallen from 
the buckboard, with three wounds, two 
through the body and one pistol shot wound 
in the head at the base of the left ear. He 
was probably killed instantiy. What Mrs. 
Yater suflered may be imagined, but will 
never betoid. As no shotgun wounds appear 
upon the body, it is probable the Indians 
sought to take her alive, but the appearance 
of the ground for thirty feet about the buck- 
board showed she had fought and struggled 
until the baffled devils became enraged and 
crushed her skull with their guns. The body 
was completely stripped of clothing, except- 
a corset,

after dark. The first coming in sight of the 
still smouldering ruins dismounted, and a few 
crawkd up, cautiously watching for Indians 
and searching forShy end his child.

A Kick Again st Horse Oar Tracks on Fifth

laying of horse car tracks in that famous 
thoroughfare. Some of the most weslihy and 
pretentious of the families are concerned in 
the enterprise, because they believe that the 
avenue is bound within a tew years to ba 
dominated by business, which has already en- 
croached upon it extensively. hey are 
therefore anxious to maintain the value of 
their real estate by fecilitating the metamor-~ 
phosis, and to that end they advocate popular 
transit as the best means of increasing trade 
and drawing merchants, Moreover, they dis- 
cern high profits for the proposed railroad, 
becaure of the probability that Fifch avenue 
will become the most fashionable of streets for 
retail trade. 


_ They regard the removal of their homes as 
inevitable, and are disposed to make the most 
cut of thesituation. On this side of the issue 
are the Astors, who have already rented sev- 
eral of their Fifth avenue houses for stores 
and who contemplate an early exodus from 
their own domiciles to new ones to be built 
facing Central park. Robert Bonner owns an 
entire block front, unimproved, right in the 
most valuable section of the avenue, and he 
has waited the result before deciding what to 
do with it. He now favors the railroad. 
Another square belongs to the Catholic orphan 
asylum, across the way from William H. Van- 
derbilt’s mansions. Cardinal McCloskey held 
to the belief that the ground would eventually 
become more valuable for business than fo 
residence lots, but the policy of its manage- 
ment since his death has not been developed. 
The Vanderbilts are solid in opposition and 
so are Navy Secretary Whitney and other pro- 
prietors of beautiful and very costly homes. 
Jay Gould refuses to commit himself. The 
row in the matter arises from the fact that St. 
Luke’s hospital, which has 250 feet of Fitth 
avenue frontage, is a pet philanthropy of 
riches and fashion, its board of managers, in- 
cluding our biggest social magnate.

Therein a controversy 
arore, in which the enemies of the 
road accuse its friends of bes 
ing concerned in a scheme that ne- 
cessarily invojves the corrupt bribery of the 
common council, The fact is hat, in the 
capitalization, a million dollars is allowed for 
obtaining the charter and clearirg the way for 
the tracks. The quarrel] has separated several 
cliques, and the season’s society diversions 
will be considerably affected by the feud. In 
t e meantime, the resolution granting the 
privilege bas been introduced in the common 
council and referred to a committee for nego- 
tiution.

A Short Sketch of the Life of a Promirent 
@ Man, 

General Jra R. Foster, well known all over 
Georgia, and much loyed and esteemed wheraver 
known, died at Gadsden, Ala., Thursday night 
last, and was buried there yesterday. He bad 
reached the age of 75, and leaves a wife and four 
children. : 

General Foster was a pative of South Carolina, 
and came te this state when he was quite young 
He served inthe Fiori¢da war under Gcaeral Nel- 
:on, Commanding a regiment of infaniry; Ioa 
skirmish with the Indians he was shot in the 
breast. 


Atthe close ef the war he returned to Coorg'a 
aud ivcuved at Cumming, in Forsyth county. 


Altbongh he had studied medicinpein his youta, 
he put it aside andselected lawas a professioa 
and while livyingin Forsyth filled two termsin tae 
legisiature. When the war came on between the 
states he wert into service, being appointed 
quartermaster-general for thestate of Georgia by 
Governor Brown. At the close of the war he b; 
cameacitizen of Fulton county, living forser- 
eral years on the Howell’s Ferry’ roai., 
Later he removed hig residence 
to Dodge county, where he became 
largely interested in a number of saw mills about 
Kastmen. After Jiving in Dedge county for sev- 
eral years, he left there and settied in Alabama, 
where he owned a@ large tract of land which he 
bed acquired before the war. 

At the time of his death General Foster was a 
member of the state senate of Alabama. 

The deceased was prominent as a Baptist and as 
a Mssou, and itissaid of him thata truer friend 
or better man in every respect never lived.

Ex Gevernor Ballock to the Colored Voters 
of Atlanta 

I bave read in last week’s issue of the Defiance 
Bishop Turper’s letter, and as the principle in 
volved in the so-calfed prohibition question isa 
yery important one, moreso to your race perhaps 
than to others, I ask your attention to a few words, 
It isright and proper that you should heed your 
religious teachers, but at the same time your own 
good judgment tells you when those teachers 
pass the bounds of propriety, When one 
of those religious teachers publicly tells 
you to take the money of one party to 
psy your taxeswith andthen vote for the other 
party, yourown good sense tells you and you 
kuow he is wrong, even if he does have the sanc- 
tion and presence ofa white minister whilarec. 
ommending such dishonesty. I ask you to exer 
cise the same independence of judgment incon. 
sidering the question of the fairness and justice of 
the proposed probibition law. 

The manufacture and sale of liquoris author- 
ized and licensed py thegovernment of the United 
States. Areyou prepared toSay by your vote 
that your neighbor who has invested his 
money in building a brewery ina our 
city and is carrying on his business under author- 
ity of United Siates law, is a public enemy and 
that bis property isto be ruined and destroyed 
without compensation? Thatis just what your 
yote for this prohibition law wili say, and I d» 
not believe you are prepared to put yourseives on 
record as in favor of confiscating the property of 
your fellow-citizen while he is evgaged in a busi- 
ness which is authorized by United States law. 

Drunkenness is a crime against the civil law 
snd asin against the lawofGod. I will go with 
Bishop Turner to the fullest measure to reform 
the drunkard. But let us not fallinto intemper. 
ance ourselves in a-zeel that strikes blindly. 
Such a course willsurely react disastroasly. Let 
us consider a little before we act. Donot b2 
carried away by the ficticious enthusiasm of what 
is pressed upon you as a_ righteous cause 
without looking into the matter for yourselves. 

The principle involved in this proposed law is 
that the vote of a majority shall decide what is 
right to be done in this community, and fromsuch 
a decision there is no appeal that will guard pri- 
vate property rights. Are you ready for such a 
decision? Do you wish to make yourselves a party 
to it? See where it inevitably leads and where 
you would stand, If there is to be no tundament- 
al Jaw securing personal and property rigin's, 
and the will of the majority is the supreme law io 
a community. where do you stand? The prejudice 
for and against‘ color’ has been as strong as it 
just now is here against “)iquor.’’ The abolition- 
ists claimed the right to destroy the property 
value of siaves by prohibiting them from certain 
portions of the common domain and four years 
of bloody war ensued 

Now this same spirit reeks to prohibit another 
species Of property and thereby destroy 
its value. The principle is thesamein both Cca32s 
It takes from the citizen his property rights at 
the dictation of a majority, without compensa 
tion. This spirit aiso seeks to substitute jts opin 
ion of right and wropvg in place of the code of 
morels sanctioned by the churcs, and enacted 
in the civil law. We have had ‘some 
experience of what extremes a majority 
may go to when unrestrained by fundamenta! 
law or constitutional limitations Less than 
twenty years sgo a mejority of the members of 
the legislature of this state decided that a colored 
wan had noright to hold political office, and ex- 
pelied some thirty of its members who were oil 
African descent, one of whom was H. M. Turaer,. 
now your bishop—it required the whole power oi 
the United States government to restore them to 
the places from which they had been ejected.

SOUTHERN GRASSES, 


DATA ABOUT THB GUINBA, GAMA 
AND OTHER GRASSES. 


Why the South Doesn’s Make Hay—Sources of 
Weslth Which the Southern People Have 
Wbich Gave Not Yew Been Toucaed— 
Interesting Agriculiural Notes, 


From the Savannah, Ga., News. 
Mr. C. Menelas, of this city, who hasa fine 


plantation in Mississippi, and who does a 
good deal in the way of experimenting with 
fruits, grains, grasses and plants ofone kind 
and another, had his attention a few days ago 
called to two kinds of grasses in this county 
which were new tohim. Knowing that the 
cultivation of grass, and thejproduction of hay 
would be a source of great wealth to the south, 
he at once began to make investigations with 
regard to these grasses, with the idea of find- 
ing out their names, characters, qualities, val- 
ues, etc. A representative of the Morning 
News hearing that Mr. Menelas had run 
across a couple of new grasses called on him to 
get what information he possessed with regard 
to them. 

In answer to questions, Mr. Menelas ssid 
that he was very anxious to finda grass that 
would meet the wants of the scutu, and which 
would save the south the necessity and ex- 
pense of buying hay from the nort 

‘‘Where did you find the grasses which you 
are now interested in investigating?” 

‘‘One of them I found in the garden of a gen- 
tlemen in this city, and the other | found on 


{he plantation of the seme gentleman a few 


miles from the city.’’ 
‘What are thecharacteristics of the grass

fcund in the garden 

“AslI sawit in the garden it appoared 
to be from two anda halfto four feet high; 
hed a rather slender stalk and was covered 
with green succulent blades. Afthe top it 
bed quite an abundance of seed. The gentle- 
man in whose garden the grass was found 
celled it ‘corn grass,’ There were three or 
cur petches of it.” 

‘What action did you take with regard to 


it?”? 

‘‘T sent some of1t to the commissioner of ag- 
riculture at Washington with a request for in- 
formation with regard to it.” 

“What reply did you get?” 

‘‘The commissioner wrote that it was known 
asa Guinea grass (penicum meximumMm), a 
very valuable grass, that was gometimes con- 
founded with what is known as Johnson grass 
nthesouth. He said, however, that it wasa 
very diferent and much more valuable grass.” 

‘“Doyou know anything about the Guinea 


gress?” 

‘T have acquainted with it. Dr. 
Pheres, of Mississippi, says that where it has 
bed proper care the crop is enormous; and in 
Jamaica, where it vely cultivated, it 
is he]d next to sugarin value of crop. The 
roots are very easily kilied by cold, and in 
thisceuntry must be protected like sugar 
cane roots, The factthat the grass grows in 
this city, however, and lives without having 
any protection to its roots in winter, is pretty 
good evidence that the climate of this latitude 
is rot too severe for it?”’ 

‘‘How is it propagated?” 

‘‘The commissioner of sgriculture says that 
it is propagated in this country by dividing 
the reots, because the seed doas not cometo 
maturity, but I think that the seed will come 
io maturity in this letitude. In the garden 
where this grass was found, it has sprung up 
from the seed, and the seed is being saved the 
present year for the purpose of giving it a 
fair trial on a Jarger ecale in this county, and 
also in Mississippi.” 

‘‘Do you know anything about the value of 
this graes?”’ 

‘“‘l am assured that it may be cut five or six 
t'mes a year, and that it yields an immense 
quantity of good forage.”’ 

‘Ts this grass grown inany ‘part of the 
ecuth now?” 

“T am informed that there are patches of it 
in Florida, ard I have seen a published state- 
nent that Captain F. A- Hendry, of Fort 
Meyers, Fia., cultivates ig with great stcces 
for grazirg purposes. I have written to him 
lor information about It, but have not yet re< 
ceived an answer. I hope, however, that any 

bre who has any information abcut it will 
iS known, because if this grass can be 
grown with success in the south, the southern 
pecple will be able to save millions of dollars 
annually which are now sent to the north for 
hay,and they will be also in 2 position to 
raisecattle upon an extensive scale.

Mr. James Johnson, of Mullet 
Creek, Fla , some years ago imported some ot 
the reed from Jamaica. He said that his 
stock fed upon it with great avidity, and he 
expressed the opinion that with this grass 
ltorida could easily be made the finest graz. 
ir g state in the union.” 

‘‘Is there any trouble to get rid of it?” 

“None at all. The trouble is to get it to 
roe. 

‘What about the Gama gras3?” 

“It isalsoavery valuable grass. It is 
found on come rice plantations, Itis a na- 
tive of the scuth, and at one time was found 
in all the southern states from the mountains 
to the seashore. It is not often met with now, 
however, and no attention is paid to its culti- 
vation. There isa little of 1f to be found in 
Mirsitsippi and Louisiana,” 

‘Do cattle like it?” 

“Yes, they relish it when itis green and 
eat it readily when cured, because it makes a 
eweet, nutritious, but coarse hay,” 

“Does it yield well?” : 

“It yields wonderfully, It can be cut half 
a cozen times 2 yearand a good crop can be 
oblained eachtime. It should be cut before 
theetems runup. The blades of this grass 
sometimes measure seven feet in length, aad 
the culm ten feet. It is-rather difficult to get 
rid ofit when it once gets fairly started ina 
field. In fact, about the only way to get rid 
of it is to graze it out.’’ 

“Are there other grassesin the south that 
are valuable?” 

“Yes, many kinds. For instance, there is 
the bermuda grass. which will grow abund- 
ently inany part ofthe south and which is 
most excellent for pasture and for hay, The 
yield isextremely large. It is a grass of 
which cattle are very fond. Then there 1s the 
Japan clover, which is almost as valuable as 
red clover. It grows in many sections of the 

and is good for gras; 
- Cattle thrive on it, either 
as grass or hay. There are 
mevy other kinds of native grasses, but at the 
beed ofall isthe paspulum or water grass, 
which is extremely nutritious, and is relished 
by sll grees-eating animals, In nutritive 
matter it stands next to timothy and ahead of 
orchard and blue grass,” 

“Why is it, with somany andsuch good 
grarces, the routh produces no hay and gives 
so little attention tostock-raising?,’ 

‘ One of the reasons, 1 think, is that the 
ecuth 1s yet wedded to cotton, and another is 
that the majority of the planters still depend 
on edvances, and those who make the ad- 
véebces insist upon a cotton crop. The south

TO THE PEOPLE OF ATLAN TA. 

We take advantage of the only day of leis- 
ure, before the election of next Wednesday, 
to say a few words to the good people of this 
city. 

The excitement, engendered by the can- 
vats now happily drawing to an end, is un- 
precedented.

DEMOCRATIC HARMONY. 

The Blaine organs are either shivering by 
the roadside, or they all afire with sanguine 
impatience.

The tole objection to republican civil ser- 
vice reform isthat itis inthe natureoft a 
eham réform, and the people are not prepared 
to tolerate it. If the organs are inclined to 
believe that protests against sham civil ser- 
vice reform are likely to create troublein tha 
democratic party, the reorganization of the 
civil service commission on ademocratic basis 
ought to undeceivye them. Tie party is har:

IN THB BALKANS, 

Beyond a doubt the Servians were repula3d 
with heayy loss near Slivni'za, a town on 
the direct road from Nisch to Sofia. Suiv- 
nifza was not taken, and it seems to be con- 
ceded that it cannot be readily-taken until! 
after Sofia has fallen. This would be a re- 
versal of the Servian plans. Ii should bs 
remembered that Stivynitza lies just south of 
Dregoman pase, to which the Servians 
re‘'reated and near which they are 
bow entrenched. Nor does it 
gppear that the Widin division 
bes tucceecded any better. Both Widin and 
Sofia are still in Balgarian hands; and the 
past week cloeed with the Servian cause in 
«Clipse, The Turks are massipg on the b pr- 
cers cf Roumelis, and the Bulgarians, led by 
Prince Alexander, have shown great plack 
and great military eptrit. The Servians are 
doubtless awaiting reinforcements, bat the 
feeling is prevalent at present that they have 
in Bulgaria and Roumeliaa very competent 
foe. There will be no walk over to “ofla or 
Widin, or any other point beyond the limits 
of Dragoman pass. A heavy and decisive 
battle may yet be fought near Slivaitza, 
where the two armies now confront each 
other. The weather is cold, and all move- 
ments are impeded by snow; but the weather 
will not prevent a batile when either side is 
ready to give battie. 

The equabbling in the neighborhood of 
Slivnitza is not however of great momont, 
¢xceptasittends to bring into action the 
pations that stand behind the little Balkan 
belligerants. It is certain that both Austria 
and Rueeia have a deep interest in the issue, 
and it will be imposs:ble to keep Greece and 
Turkey outof the war much longer. Tae 
war is yourg now, and before green leaves 
come again it is reasonably certain that affairs 
will be fully ripe fer a partition of Tarke 
in Europe among Obristiaa nation. 
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A NEGRO VS. MAHONE 
It is interesting to compare the wild state. 
ments of Mahone with the remarks of intelli- 


gent leading negroes of Virginia, in regard to 


the result of the recent election in that siate. 
Mahone declares that the negro vote was 
suppressed by the democratr, and that the 
rights of the negroes themselves were violated 
in the most cutregeous manner. He even 
goes 80 far as to say that another war will be 
neceseary to protect the rights of the negroes, 
and he expresses the hope that if another 
war does come that the “democratic hounds 
and hirelings will be driven into the sea.”’ 

All this isin striking contrast with the 
sentiments expressed by the editor of the 
Virginia Lancet, a colored man of intelli- 
gence. “Taking into consideration,” says 
this colored editor, ‘‘all the frauds that were 
committed in the recent election, if there 
were any, the fact remains tbat it was one of 
the quietest and fairest elections ever held in 
this state, And from the returns the popa- 
lar will is demonstrated by the election of a 
democratic state ticket and e democratic leg- 
islature. Although many of us may have 
preferred to have seen the stete gone the 
other way, yet Providence ordered other wise, 
ard in our country the will of the majority 
issupreme. Now let us turn our attention 
to matiers of more vital“ importance than 
politics Let us, without any sacrifice of oar 
principles, strive to cultivate the friendship 
and respect of our white neighbors with 
whom we are situated. Let us realize that 
two of the most important and effeciual fac- 
tors toadd to our prosperity are money and

The killi: g cf 1wo Mormon elders in Hick- 
man county, lenn., and the rough treatment 
of their associates in South Carolina, did not 
frighten off the saints, (a thecontrary they 
seem to have gone to work in certain psris 
of the south with renewed vigor. 

Durirg the present year two large detach- 
ments of over one hundred each are reported 
to have left Chattanooga for their new home 
in the west. The second of these parties 
psssed through Memphis the other day on its 
way to New Mexico. A newspaperman who 
mingled with the emigrants describes them 
as being, almost without exception, of the 
lowest order of whites—only such ignorant 
and depraved characters as can be fouad in 
the remotest ard poorest counties of Tennes- 
see and Georgia. 

It is said that there are now ninety Mor- 
mon elders at work among the country peo- 
pie in Georgie, Alabama, Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia, and nearly all the new converts coms 
trom these etates and the mining districts of 
Europe. 3 

The conclusion seems irresistible that the 
field in which the Mormon elders meet with 
so much success has been neglected by our 
Christian workers. While this may not be 
entirely true, it must be admitted that oar 
Civilization and religious methods have 
» failed to leave their impress upon the de- 
Juded people who eyery year drift off into 
the Mormon strongholds. If this proselyting 
crusade is to continue right here at our doors, 
the Mcermon problem will soon become a 
local issue. Even nowit has assumed suili- 
cient importance to merit the consideration 
of good citizens and wise legis'ators.

General Gossip and Kaditurial Short Stops 
Caught on the Ran, 

Just five years age there was revo'ution among 
the railroads of the south. Fragments of roads 
were bought, rehabilitated ard weidedinto sys- 
tems ag if by magic. Stocks that went begging at 
ten or twenty cents suddenly soared up to par, 
and then doubling for still dizzier flights, took 
breath at two hunared and tumbled! 


Great fortunes were made in that feverish period 
—and lost. It was the toss ofa copper fora huns 
dred thousand— and many men tossed who had to 
borrow the copper. The stocks climbed irregu- 
larly, for often and anon the veterans of Wall 
street would conspire to tap the “Southern fan- 
cies,” as they were called, and shake out the 


southern lambs. Justasa stock was getting well 


up with arush, some observant bear would butt 
it sideways in a “slump,” and in this low ground 
of sorrow the lambs wandered disconsolale. 


Ecyond the flurry of speculation, largely p®ere 
sonal in its character, the general results of the 
movement were important tothe public. Dis- 
jointed roads were brought together, broken links 
were built, local and contrary administrations 
were fused, through schedules were arranged for 
solid trains, old rails were supplanted with steel, 
rickety road,beds were ballasted,and sleeping cars 
boudoir cars, botel cars, and buffet cars were 
added to theimproved equipment, Nearly 4,000 
miles of new roads were built, and forty four 
hours from New York to New Orleans without 
change or eating houses, summed up the progress 
in management and equipment, 

There is undoubted proof that another great 
movement in southern railroads is about to begin. 
The recent sharp aud sustained advance in south 
ern railroad recurities is the best evidence of what 
is really going on benind the scenes. 

Pending this, it may beiuteresting to note what 
bas becomeof the chief actors in the revolatioa 
of five years azo. Let ussee. The Louisyiile and 
Nashville crowd is badly scattered. Victor New» 
comb, richer than ever, has left the pank he 
founded with General Grant, and retired from 
active work. He dropzinto Wall street pretty cou- 
stantly, and though roughly squeezed two sume 
mers ago,has handsomely recouped on the present 
rise. Mr. Baldwin has had terrible losses 
and more trouble. Mr. E H. Green was laiely 
cropped from the directory, but with the richest 
wife in America and a head as long as a flour bar 
rel,is perbaps not grieving much. Dr. Standiford 
has turned bis eyes northward fromLouisville,and 
the Louisville and Nashville system is in the 
hancs of Mr. Norton, a millionaire New Yorker, 
who is a native of Kentucky, and has won praise 
and confidence by the handsome way in which he 
hes brought up the financial standing of his road. 
Colonel Cole, ‘‘King Cole,’’ as we still call him, 
though uxhorsed by the Louisville crowd, stood 
by his ducats, and witha million dollar bank, a 
seven story block. an eight story head and a ten 
story experience, still manages to look lifestraigat 
in the face. 

Of the East Tennessee crowd, R.T. Wilson re- 
tired, a,clear million or so abead, enriching those 
of his associates who had the nerve to retire with 
him, and having seen his son and daughter allied 
tothe Astors and Goelets, the richest real estate 
families in America, building a road from New 
Orleans to the northeast to keep his hand in. 
General Thomas and his associates are still fn con- 
trol of the system, and are still disposed to oper- 
ate—though it is reported their opponents have 
the whip hand ofthem. Mr. Seney, still hoping, 
acd deserving to find his lost fortune in the re 
cuperation of the system, is said to be the motive 
behind the Robinson party, which opposes Gen. 
eral Thomas, 

Of the Richmond and Danville people the Rich» 
mond crowd fared badly, They believed in even 
the fearful prices to which their stock climbed, 
end breathedin fancied security the rarified airof 
the heights above which it hung as a balloon tug~ 
ging for more rope, untilit burst. Mr.Clyde, who 
beaded the New York cantingent, and didn’t 
believe in kiting the stock,quietly unloaded under 
the brow of the mountain and 
coming down to the foot-hills with 
something like a million dollars margin, quietly 
went in again at his own price. He has now 
gathered around him a very strong crowd. Gen- 
eral Gordon, who with bis brothers made the 
Georgia Pacific trade with the Richmoad and 
Denville people, saw his brothers go out with 
a prcfit of 3147 000 each, while he stayed in wita 
twice their holdings. 


£o much for the actors in the vast and dra matic 
events of the recent past. 

Now, who will prove the young Napoleon, and 
who the “King’’ of-the new revolution of the 
roads” 

Mr. Clyde, who is. said to,be ready with his thrae 
millions ready cash to back his judgment on the 
south, willlead the Richmond and Danvilie with 
such men as Hindekooper, Oatman and 
Fabnestock to support him.

About five ;ears szo 1 wrotea sketch of a youug 
confederate boy who went to New York, barely 
twenty years old, with his parole in one pocket 
and one hundred dollars in the other. Taat was 
allhe had. The testimony of his courage and de- 
votion, and the price of a suit of clothes and a 
month’s boaré ! 

I went on to 
rebel boy, in the face of pre- 
judice against southerners, fought his way

These are some of the exploia with which he 
has been fiitting himself for the greater work that 
lies ahead, These the investments into which h 
has led his frien¢cs, and with which he has justiggs 
their con fidence. 


Since the tremendous movements of '80-and a1 
Mr. Inman bas understood the Possibilities of 
southern railroads, and has gradual.y turned hig 
attention that way.

some months This would benefit the Lous 
ville and Nashyille, and ail the other roads ia 
that territory.

Putting toe entire 
deposit Jine of our local banks available for dis- 
counts at (51.000.000) one million of doilars and 
we have bere an amountin bank on deposit b2- 
longing towholesaie liquor merchants equal to 
nearly twenty per cent of the entire discount line 
ofourbanks The sudden withdrawal of this 
$175,1C0 of depesits would be no small inconve- 
nience to our banks They liveon the interests 
Cerived from their discounts. Tney cannot afford 
to keep their money in their vaults. If they did 
their Gividends woutd not be very satisfactory 
If prohibition went 1uto effect these deposites 
wou'd becessasily be withdrawn to seek other 
fields and the banka would at once be obliged to 
reduce thc ir line of discounts in the same ratio 
that their d« posits were withdrawao. This is one 
of the elementary rules of good banking familiar 
to every intelligent merchant. 

“The injarious results that must necessarily 
flow from such a derangement of our monetary 
kyetem is too manifest toinyite serious discussion, 
Eyery buripess man who relies on the aid of our 
banpks must accordingly suffer Weall know that 
everywhere a large percentage of merchants 
not only look to the banks for 
aid, but are utterly dependent on 
them for 6nancial support. In view of the lim- 
ited banking facilities of our city, the line of dis. 
counts must as a consequence be proportionately 
small, and to suddenly reduce them still more 
can only end in disaster to those unfortunately 
dependent on the banks for liberal discounts

Then it was 
found that her body, even tothe tips of her 
fingers and the ends of her toes was warm This 
discovery created quite a surprise, for the 
girl bad then been dead four or five 
hours.

desd, Several physicians were sent for and 
every one of them agreed in

Insurance Rates in Atlanta. 
From the Gainesvillej¥agle and Press. 
It appears that what is known as the Atlan- 
ta association of fire underwriters, have ex- 

elled Mr. Joel Hurt, secretary of the Atlanta 
Home insurance company, for simply comply- 
ing with the charter of his company, in pay- 
ing to the policy holders a part of the profits 
made by it. The foreign companies doing 
business in Atlanta are jealous of the 
prosperity ofthis home company, and are 
determined to fetter its operations, by impos- 
ing conditions, which the letter and spirit of 
its charter does not allow, In order to carry 
out their plans they have ruled this company 
out of their association, and have resorted to a 
cutting of ratesto break it down. Mr. Hurt 
takes a practical, common sense view of the 
situation, and backed by his company, seems 
determined to let them play their game ac 
cording to their own notion. Hesays that 
even if rates are cut one hundred per cent., 
bis company is able tostand it, and will fight 
it out on thatline. The amount paidon poli- 
cies of insurance in Atlanta, annually, amounts 
to about $250,000. Now, if cut 
ting rates, this amount is reduced to $125,000, 
the citizens will be the gainers, and of course 
will stand by their home company, and by a 
still more liberal patronage protect it from the 
combinations that propose to rnin it, or make 
it comply with such regulations as they may 
ece fit to impose. 

While we do not pretend to be an expert in 
this matter, it appears to us that the Atlanta 
bome has the bulge on this dictatorial combi- 
pation so far, and we hope that Mr. Hurt will, 
as he premises to do, correct many of the 
abuses which a long lease of power in this 
line bas encouraged this powerful association 
to heap upon their patrons.

Autumn Flowers. 

The golden rod and aster are not the only au 
tumn wild flowers available for decoration, Very 
few persons seem to know that the witch-hazel is 
now in bloom. Nowonder that this shrab has 
been from time immemorial regarded with 
superstitious reyerence. It flowers and perfects 
ite fruitout of the common order, The plant 
very strongly resembles the alder, but the leaves 
are broader and edged with shallow scallops. The 
leaves are now of a beautiful shade of lemon yel- 
low, but while the leaves sugge:t autumn, the 
blossoms seem to indicate spring. A single tree, 
or rather bush, is covered with countless thous: 
ands of blossoms, every twig, however small, hav: 
ing become a garland. The flowers have fine, 
thread like petals, of a greenish yellow tint, eaca 
petal being absutan inchin length, giving the 
blosscm the appearance of a tiny, fairy~like wind- 
whee), with a bewildering number of wings. The 
Calyx and stamens form a perfect Maltese cross ia 
the center ofeach feathery wheel.

FLOWERS BY THB THOUSAND. 


The OChryeanthemum Show of the Horti- 
cultural Society, 

The great chrysanthemum show of the Ner York 
Horticultural society for 1885 was opened yester: 
day at Horticulturai ball, on West Twenty-eighth 
street. It will continue today and tomorrow, and 
has already been visited by many people. It issaid 
to constitute the largest and finest exhibition of 
the kind ever witnessed in the country, and 
certainly worthy ofa visit of inspection. There 
are two departments of the shot—the florists di- 
vision, of plants in potsand cut flowers open to 
professional florists’ only, and the amateura’ di- 
vision, including exhibits from establishment§ 
growing plants or flowers for private use only 
whether employing a gardnerornot, The plants 
in pots are in the upper hail, andthe cut flowers 
are in the basement of the society's building. The 
latter sre represented by over 700 varieties, single 
blossoms ofsome of them measuring twenty-one 
inchesin circumstances, The Japanese display 
among them is especially interesting,and it would 
take the better part of twodays to examine proper 
ly the entire exhibit. 

The plants in the upper hall are, for the most 
part, admirablespecimens oi the gardener’s skill 
they measure any where from three to four feet in- 
diameter, and the largest bear from 900 to 300 
flowers each, They sre solid masses of color and 
prerenta very attractive app2arance to the he rti- 
culturally inclined visitors, There are, in some 
carer, as many &s three or four varieties of chry- 
senthemvims,with wide spreading leaves, growing 
irom a single tree plant o: over eight feet in 
keight. Some ofthe plant exhibitors show over 
one hundred specimens, 

The cut flowers exhibit it divided into three 
classes—the Japanese, Chinese and pompou Va- 
rietices. Among the more remarkabie of the ‘'Japs’”’ 
are the Comte de Germiny, of a tawny gold aud 
deep red, eight and a hali inches in diameter, with 
incurving petals three quartersof an inch wide; 
the Golden Grandifiorum, the Rosenm Superbam, 
of beautiful tints of amaranth and silver; the 
Bend’Or, a golden ball six inches across and with 
feathery like projecting petals; the Madame C. 
Audiguier, of a puresilvery pink; the Fiamme ae 
Pench, of a bronzed gold; the Boule de Neige,pure 
white, and a new seeding, the Jennie F. Murk- 
Jand, gold body, tinted with apricot and rosy red.

How Thicgs Were in the Long 4@0 on the Georgia 

Plantation—Origin of tne Famous Basor Back 
ofthe Pine Lanés- Grendpa Goes With 
the Boys to Hunt a Black Hog.

Sometimes—I mey say very frequently— 
hogs would stray off into the river swamp 
while young and go wild. Within the im- 
penetrable fastnesses of our southern swamps 
they would increase and multiply to an alarm- 
ing extent, and the plantation stock would be- 
come thoroughly demoralized by them, and 
they would get to be regular marauders, break~ 


ing into the cornfields at night, then tearing 


down corn and eating as much as they chose, 
witen they would hetake themselves to the 
swamp egain. 

Early on a fine morning about the first of 
October, Grandpa Bolton came out on the piaza 
and called for Mentor. The old man was s00n 
on band, and, feeling that there was some 
bew project on hand, I hung around to in- 
vestigate the matter.

“Ole Majo is all right, 
boss; an’ I bin thinkin’ some time dat ef yo’ 
wuz gwine todoanyfing "bout dem hogs yo’ 
bettah mak’ ’aste ’bout it, fo’ de time ran off 
mighty fas’.’’ 

‘Well, as soon as we get breakfast we'll go 
down to the river and see ifwecan jump any 
of ’em.”’ 

I pricked up my ears, for I knew that a wild 


hog hunt was up. 

“Granpa, couldn’tI help?” I asked, thinks 
ing that I would be surer of gaining my point 
if I tendered my services. 

“Help? Great jewhilikins! What could 
you do with a wild barrow with his bristles 
up?” 

“J don’t know, sir, but I cou'd carry the 
strings to tie ’em with.” 

‘Hat hal” laughed grandpa, “‘That’s a 
capitalidea. Well, I reckon you can go, but 
Jake says you got scared at a ’possum under a 
clay root, and I consider you‘a poor soldier.” 

1 retired in confusion, but I was on hand 
when Uncle Mentor harnessed old Beck tothe 
lumbering cart and mounted grandpa on old 
Bill, his favorite riding horse, with his hog. 
skin saddie with its low pommel, looked every 
wey like a hunter to my unsophisticated eye. 
“Come on, Maje,’”’ and the old hog dog leaped 
about and ye)ped for joy as the cavalcade roil- 
ed off down the lane. I sat inthe cart behind 
Uncle Mentor,and plied him with various 
questions Co pape | the wild hog business, and 
he, grumbling good naturdly, entered into all 
the fittle details, “‘A-h, chile! yo’ do lack all 
boys, yo’ wants ter know all ’bout men’s wo’k

soon es yo’ gits big ’nough yo’ gits to lazy, an’ 
makes out dat yo’ done fo’got how ter do any- 
fing. 

“But how about wild hogs?” 

“Ob, bless yo’ h’a, well,dey des gits off a’ter 
de pice juicy aco’ns, an’ de sweet pine mas’, 
en’ bimeby dey gits kin’ ’er sullen, an’ dey 
g°0 00, guff! w’en yo’ frows de co’n ter ‘em, 
an’ nex fing yo’ know dey done gone wil’, an’ 
sot up fo’ deyse’fin de rivah swamp. An’ 1 
tell vo’ right now,don’ yo’ nevah put pen’ence 
in er bog w’at show de white uv ’eeyes. Day 
gare like er dish-faced mule—dey gwine ter 
play yo’ er trick, sometime, sho.’’ 

Just at this time we came to the edge of the 
riverswamp. We called it the Half Moon 
Bluff, from the factthat the sand ridge ran 
right up to the channel of the stream, which 
leit the swamp above and curved around 
against the tace of the hillina beautiful cres- 
cent, cntering the swamp 500 yards below. 
Grandpa had done fastened old Bill to a stout 
gsappling, and Beck was soon tied to a swinging 
lin.b, because she rubbed the bridle off so bad, 
end then we started for the swamp. 

About twenty feet below us flowed the beau- 
tiful wine-colored water, and under the wil- 
Jows, across the stream, there glistened a 
fnowy sand ber, 

Where weentered the gloomy swampa dry 
legoon led off between two solid walls of black 
gums, water oaks ard tupeloes. In narrow

Come 
here, Meje! hogs,. boy, hog! Sick’em, old 
man,” and away went the intelligent dog on 
the trail. But it was a cold scent, and he got 
alopg butslowly. This gave me anoppor- 
tunity to watch the crested blue jays as they 
gcesipped and chattered among the acorn 
treer, and the little tiny swamp canaries, with 
their puffy yellow bodies and the little black 
hood tied conquettishly under their chins. As 
we passed a little pool an Indian pullet, a 
bluish purple water bird that flits about like a 
shadow, perching on a branch in some thicket 
and poking its long neck out to investigate 
the surroundings.
